for nothing, being informed 
by

committee in 
charge 
they

| money and the men cheerfully played 
1 without a murmur, 
in

that. Instead of being short of money 
there was $40.00 left over which the 
committee put in their treasury. 
This year the band was asked 
to 
furnish music for nothing, 
the com­ 
mittee in charge 
of 
music 
stating 
aiwain they had 
no 
money 
for 
the 
band. This time they were right, but 
why? They 
gave away 
$130.00 
in 
prizes. Would it not have been nice if 
they had offered a prize to the band? 
I do not mean to criticise the com­ 
mittee in charge as I 
think they de­ 
serve a great deal of 
credit as 
the 
day was a grand success. 
I just want 
j to explain the band’s side of the ques- 
i tion as there are always two sides. 
It is no easy proposition 
being 
a 
member of the band 
in 
Gettysburg. 
As a member it is all out and nothing 
' in. For the last tw’o years 
the 
most 
money any member received for 
his 
services was $2.00 and that was dur- 
! ing the Fiftieth 
Anniversary 
week. 
For the last four months, 
the 
band 
not having any money in their treas­ 
ury to pay the 
leader, one 
of 
the 
I members 
is 
furnishing the 
money 


J which is $5.00 per week. 
The 
Band 
I has a note in bank 
ai 
the 
present 
I time of $125. If any 
citizen who 
is 
kicking about the band 
not 
playing 
on Farm ers’ Day can tell 
the 
band 
how it is to exist if they are expected 
to play for nothing every time 
any­ 
thing is going on, they are ready to 
take his advice. 
It has been the 
opinion 
of 
some 
people that the band 
gets 
paid 
for 
playing for G. A. R. Post on the 30th 
of May. This is not correct. They give 
their service free and 
are glad to do 
so on that occasion. 
Ten 
or twelve 
years ago when there was 
no 
band 
here it cost $60.00 for services of the 
Hanover Band on the 30th. 
The Other Side. 
The 
Farm ers’ 
Day 
committee 
states, on its side of 
the argument. 
that, when the college 
liand declared 
last year that they would ask no mon­ 
ey for 
their 
services, the 
Citizens’ 
Band were told that 
both 
organiza­ 
tions would have to be 
treated alike 
and, accordingly, there was no dona­ 
tion after the finances were 
settled. 
This statement to the band, was made 
before last year’s celebration, so that 
the committee 
feels 
they 
have 
no 
justifiable contention for 
not 
being 
paid then. 
This year when a request for 
the 
band’s services was 
made, the band 
was told that the committee had 
no 
money available for them 
and 
that 
they could not pay for the 
music 
if 
they wanted to. 
The band asked $20 
which was refused on 
this 
ground, 
and they then declined to play. 
The committee then pointed out to 
the band that they drew practically 
all of their support from the business 
men of town and that 
they were the 
last body of people for 
whom 
they 
should refuse to play gratis. 
It 
was 
shown that they did 
not charge 
to 
play for the firemen, the I*. O. S. 
of 
A., or 
the 
Playground 
Association! 
and yet they did not receive any sup- j 
port from any 
of 
these, 
while 
t h e ! 
people they did want to charge were ! 
the large contributors to 
their 
sup­ 
port. 
Some of the members of the 
band 
agreed with the committee, 
but 
the 
others did not 
and 
there 
was 
no 
music. 


Highly entertaining and creditable 
was the Farm ers’ Day parade on Sat­ 
urday afternoon, 
witnessed 
by 
a 
crowd of visitors estimated 
as 
run­ 
ning well into the thousands. Led by 
Chief Marshal Tawney and 
a 
large 
corps of aides, the column formed in 
the western part of town and proceed­ 
ed to Centre Square over Chambers­ 
burg street and then over the 
route 
as outlined and announced. 
The final division 
of 
the 
parade 
was easily its crowning feature. Elab­ 
orately decorated floats, representing 
various local organizations, 
were en­ 
tered in this section. 
The 
Band 
of 
Hope, grouped about

pole, with white streamers, sang their 
songs as the parade 
moved through 
town. The Presbyterian

NURSE TELLS OF ATROCITIES 
ADMIRAL VON BAUDISSIN, 
Declares Germ ans Have Been Blinded 
and Mcumecl by Captors. 
Jenkintow n, Pa., Ort. 19. — Emil 
Pieter, a Doylestown business man, 
has received letters 
ami 
postcard* 
from his sister, Miss A. Pinier, in 
Germany. 
Miss Pieter is a member of 
the 
Lutheran sisterhood, and Is serving 
now as a Red Cross nurse. Previously 
she was a nurse in the war between 
the T urks and the Italians. 
In her communication she express­ 
es confidence that the Germans will 
win, and tells of atrocities perpetrated 
against them. She cites o n e instance 
in which she declares fifty Germans, 
who took part in the Belgian cam ­ 
paign, have lost eyes, gouged out, and 
their noses have been cut off, and in 
some rases both hands, to perm anent­ 
ly prevent their return to the field. 
N ear the point at which Miss Pie­ 
ter is stationed there Is a “prisoner of 
tsar” camp, In which at the time Miss 
Pieter’s last message was forwarded 
there were 21,000 prisoners from the 
arm ies of the allies.

Tarn Up In the News 


Dutch Method of Flooding tho Country 
Ii Famous In History—System Devel­ 
oped Through Three Centuries and 
Now Ranked by Experts as the Most 
Ingenious In Existence. 


Grent siege guns, exploding bombs 
nnd other instruments of death will 
avail Germany little in nu invasion of 
Holland should she become involved 
in a war with that country, says the 
New York Herald. 
For Holland, retir­ 
ing behind a wall of water, will bid 
defiance 
to great 
howitzers 
which 
have reduced supposedly impregnable 
fortifications. 
Hollands canals and lier method of 
flooding the country when nu euemy 
threatens to invade it are equally 
famous in tile lore of history and war. 
But it is not generally kuown that the 
scheme of defense lins Ikmhi de vein (ted 
carefully through three centuries by 
engineers, until today it is ranked by 
military expert* as Hie most ingenious 
known. 
If tile sluice gates to the canals 
Which dot the fertile country are open­ 
ed tin* water that covers the lowlands 
will Im- between three aud four inches 
deep, blit that depth will lie sufficient 
to hide the parent canals, with their 
depths o f seven aud eight feet and tile 
treacherous 
lines 
of 
barbed 
wire, 
spurting idgti electrical voltage. 
Almost Wholly Below Sea. 
Holland is almost entirely below sen 
level, aud the coast line is kept from 
inundation by sand dunes. The water, 
which seeps through the earth every­ 
where. is pumped into the canals by 
windmills and motors. 
The center of 
the country south from the Zuyder Zee 
is deeply depressed, rising in a gentle 
slope toward the east and west. 
To 
the west are the great places of Hul­ 
ls od and its sea coast; to the cast the 
grazing country aud the German fron­ 
tier line. 
Like a snail retiring Into its shell. 
Holland will go to tin* western coun­ 
try if the Germans attempt to enter. 
Tile canal* which wend their intricate 
ways through that central, depressed 
strip of the country will lie released 
from thHr binding sluices, and the • 
tenter will be permitted to cover the » 
land until It reaches the higher land ‘ 
toward the east and west. This will 
divide the country into two distinct 
territories, bisected by a strip of wa­ 
ter several miles wide and three or 1 
four inches deep. 
An army might mardi gayly through I 
this shallow lake were it not for the 
concealed ai na Is 'and the concealed ! 
barbed wire which dot the submerged I 
country. 
Bridge roads reach from the 
eastern highlands to the western high­ 
lands, so that the communication Is 
not cut oft! bin if the en**my takes 
these roads, protected hy forts, they 
will ba blowy up.

Hints on Economy Given by a Munici­ 
pal Food Supply Committee. 
George \V. Perkins, as chairman of 
Mayor MRebel's New York food sup­ 
ply committee, lies issued bulletins In­ 
structing the public how it may cut a 
lot from the high cost of living by 
careful marketing. 
Tin* bulletin on “ How to Buy" con­ 
tains tile following advice: 
Go to the store yourself. 
Select for yourself the article you de­ 
sire to purchase. 
Inquire its price. 
If quality and price please you he i 
sure that you gi t in weight or measure 
tile amount you buy. Watch the acale. 
Watch the measure. 
You are entitled to all the bone and 
the trimmings of the piece of meat 
that you buy. 
Y«»u should take home 
ami make use of such bone aud trim ­ 
mings. 
The fat inti In* rendered and 
used for cooking pur (Mixes: tile boue 
and trimmings used for soup or stew. 
Iii inlying meat don't go in aud ask 
for 25 cents’ worth of meat and leave 
the butcher to decide how- much meat 
you should have for a quarter. Select J 
your piece of meat; ask the price per j 
pound. 
Say how many pounds j’ou 
want; have it Weighed; see that you 
get your weight and that the butcher's 
calculation as to how much meat you 
Lave at a certain price per pound is 
correct. 
Many a penny is lost to the 
customer by neglecting the above sim­ 
ple precautions.

The effect of the European war upon 
America will be felt beyond the bound­ 
aries of trade mid commerce. 
Even 
though we are not numbered among 
the com batants the war will Involve 
cost to us Iii its effect upon the bruin 
aud brawn of the future, just as It will 
produce many puzzling social and in 
dustrlal problems. 
Thus writes Ed­ 
ward M arshall in the New York Times. 
These conclusions aud the detailed 
theories upon which they find their 
basis were tile subject m atter of a talk 
Mr. Marshall bad with Dr. Frederic 
C. Howe, late of the People's institute 
and now United States commissioner 
of Immigration in New York. 


W ar W ill Bring Undesirables. 
“WHI the w ar affect us by general 
ly lowering the average of the Euro­ 
pean ulleu*4 coming to us as Immi­ 
grants ?” Dr. H o"’** was asked. 
“It seems to me that that is tnevita 
ble," he replied. 
"Let us consider the 
two essentials of a desirable im mi­ 
grant. 
The first is moral quality and 
the second physical fitness. 
“History shows that every war which 
has continued for any length of time 
has had a more or less demoralizing 
effect on Its participants. Men who go 
to the front are unsettled in all the 
relationships of life. 
It Is the elRim 
of m ilitarists that army training pro 
motes discipline. 
The social record- 
show that actual war training makes 
men subsequently chafe ut routine and 
infects them with a moral laxity which 
must permanently deteriorate them. 
“After the American civil war th' 
country suffered for years from th< 
consequent moral disturbance. 
Mill 
tory service divorced men from tbeii 
homes, their families and their employ 
* merits, and when military service end 
ed they did not Invariably return t* 
them, 
"kl a ay of those who did return found 
fbauuprfye* afflicted by unease an* 
coul^l. not settle down to a life which 
seemed humdrum to them. 
"This sequel to our civil w ar coo 
tinucd for years and might have had ii 
seriously Injurious effect upon the na 
t Iona I psychology lf Its manifestation 
had not been coincident with the need 
for many men Hind women, too) to en 
gage in the development of new west 
em country. 
“Even after our tannish war men 
who bad served as soldiers found ii 
difficult to settle dowu, and the effect 
on Industry and society in general was 
appreciable. 
Dir* Consequences. 
.(“lf we admit these facts, then what 
m ust. we expect in the way of social 
auM psychological disturbance as th*- 
result of this present war? 
“It will disrupt or seriously disturb 
millions iiiK>n millions of homes aud 
domestic groups. 
It has interrupted 
the education of countless youths and 
thereby will render them less efficient 
industrially and more likely to lead 
unsettled, unsuccessful lives. 
“This wreckage of all Europe's fnm 
ily life will be a serious m atter for th* 
whole world. 
It is possible that the 
gains of fifty years, due to social leg 
lslation and tile betterment of the hu­ 
man stock of Europe, through medical 
and other scientific advance, will be 
more than offset by the war." 
"How will this affect America?" 
"Obviously this will directly hurl 
America. 
It will react upou future 
American generations. 
"W e have been receiving approxi­ 
mately a million aliens into this coun­ 
try every year. 
For the most part 
these have been of good physical tyi»e. 
and, of coarse, they have been marked 
by a fi|gn average of initiative and the 
spirit of adventure, which is the spirit 
of progress. 
W ithout these two im 
pulses they would not take the plunge 
of emigration."

Irene Lucas, beyond ail question. 
was the greatest counterfeiter of auto- 
graph 
letters, 
at 
least 
as 
regards 
am ount produced, that the world has 
ever seen. 
Twenty-seven 
thousand 
letters, all from famous people, is on 
mean record and one that may remulu 
forever unequaled. 
It must be admitted that Lucas was 
exceptionally favored by the friend­ 
ship of Micbel Claude*, the famous 
French mathematician, who from IH8I 
to 1809 was a steady client aud bought 
alm ost the total output, paying in ail 
140,000 francs. 
This was not a large 
sum, considering that among the let­ 
ters be acquired were six from Alex­ 
ander the Great to Aristotle, a chal­ 
lenge from Julius Caesar to Verclnge- 
torix. three missives of Cleopatra ad­ 
dressed respectively to Cato. Caesar 
and Pompey; one from Germtus Julius 
to Jesus, one from Aeschylus to Py­ 
thagoras. twelve from Jeanne d’Arc, 
one from Judas to Mary Magdalene, 
one from Lass ma, ten from Pontius 
Pilate, one from Sappho, one from 
Mohammed to the king of France, ex­ 
cerpts from the writings of Caligula. 
Dante. Spinoza. Luther, Rubens. St. 
Jerom e and a multitude of hardly less­ 
er personalities 
It la true that Micbel C issies did 
make tom e objection to the fact that 
these letters were In French, whereas 
it is not stated historically that Caesar 
and Cleopatra, for example, were in 
the habit of using that tongue for 
their private corresj*ondera*e. 
But Lo­ 
ess parried this protest In a way that 
was In keeping with his dignity as a 
collector of famous letters by offering 
to take buck all he had sold to Chasies 
and return to him the 140,000 franca. 
Chasies was ao touched with this con­ 
vincing pr»M»f of bls sincerity that the 
discussion eliding Iu his lending Lucan 
20 louis to meet aotne pressing obliga­ 
tions. 
How a man having need of SNO could 
return 128,000 requires a great mathe­ 
matician to determine. 
it wan the greet! of England In wish. 
rag to keep for Isaac New ton che hon­ 
or of discovering the law of gravita­ 
tion that caused the bubble to burst 
and deprived Lucas of a steady aud 
vary genteel occupation. 
With such solemnity aa befitted a 
striking proof of the world's indebted­ 
ness to France. Micbel Chasies pre­ 
sented to the Academy of Science* a 
letter from Blaise Pascal to Newton, 
dated May 20. 1054. and proving tw*- 
yond ail question that he (Pascal) was 
really the discoverer of the law usual­ 
ly attributed to Newton. 
It la true that at the date of this lat­ 
ter Newton was hardly eleven years 
old—rather young to have attracted 
the attention of the great Pascal-b u t 
there was still another proor of the 
falsity of the docum ent 
The author 
is made to *(>euk of "la mouaae du 
cafe," aud coffee was not introduced 
into Fruuce until seven years after ala 
death. 
All 
England arose and protested 
They had given their gold medal to 
Michel Chasies, but they insisted ou 
keeping universal gravitation 
Shortly afterward Luca* was brought 
to trial, ural a sentence of two year* 
imprisonment ended a carver not with 
out
